CIRCULAR LETTER. 


In reply to the numerous inquiries which are received daily at this 
office, from those who wish employment as teachers, and other inter- 
ested parties, the Superintendent of Education desires to say, that he 
will not be able, during the current school term—which closes June 
“0th—to extend pecuniary aid to any schools, except those already 
established and now under the patronage of this Bureau. 


It is hoped, however, that every effort will be made during the sum- 
mer, by the officers and agents of this Bureau, by the colored people 
themselves, and by all friendly to their education, to prepare the way 
for an enlargement and a vigorous prosecution of the work of educa- 
tion in Georgia, during the coming school year, which begins Oct. Ist. 

The colored people should organize educational associations, appoint 
school committees, collect money, secure Jands upon which to erect 
schoolhouses where they have none, and take steps to put the housés 
now in their possession in good condition, and do whatever seems 
necessary for opening schools early in October next. And wherever 
they shall have a schoolhouse, and shall be prepared to pay a portion 
of the expenses of a school, they will, in all probability, receive asSis- 
tance sufficient to secure good and efficient teachers. 

The impression 4e@ obtainea, that the Government has appropriated 
money to pay teachers. This is a mistake. Congress has appropria- 
ted money to aid in building and repairing schoolhauses, but none to 
pay teachers. ‘The money now being expended in payment of teachers 
by the Bureau, accrued from fines and the sale of property which 
belonged to the rebel government, but the amount on hand is so small 
that it will be nearly, perhaps quite, exhausted by the first of July. 

The schools for freedmen in Georgia and other Southern States, are 
sustained almost exclusively by the benevolence of the North; and in 
order to extend the work of education, and to secure good schools and 
thorough instruction, the colored people should co-operate with, and 
contribute of their own means to, the benevolent societies which have 
been organized for the especial work of giving to their children sound 
mental and moral training. 

It shall be the constant aim of the Superintendent of Education to 
secure as much aid as possible from Northern societies and other 
s urees, and to devise plans by which the work of education in Geor- 
via shall be vastly more efficient, and wider and more general in its 
influence and benefits, than it has yet been. 

[t is earnestly hoped that the colored people will save all the money 
they can for education—waste less than they do now fur tobacco and 
cther useless and injurious articles, and thus be enabled to spend 
more fur the enlightenment of themselves and the education of their 
children.
